The  incuse  (or  stamped  in)  lines  represent  the  treads  of  step  numbers 
2 through  6 while  the  raised  sections  between  the  incuse  lines  represent 
the  risers. 

Thus  a “step"  consists  of  the  top  line  (the  tread)  and  the  expanse 
between  that  tread  and  the  one  below  (tiie  riser). 


The  Step  Count  is  performed  by  mentally  dividing  the  step  area 
nto  four  quarters  as  shown  in  example  No.  1.

Since  information  on  Wiscon- 
sin Civil  War  merchants  is 
hard  to  come  by,  will  use 
the  clipping  in  its  entir- 
ety: 

"Souvenir  coin  is  100  years 
or  more  old" 

Thanks  to  Mrs.  Lawrence 
Faulkner,  we  can  tell  you 
all  about  "Peck  and  Orvis" 
and  that  souvenir  coin  which 
they  must  have  gotten  out  in 
Baraboo  more  than  a hundred 
years  ago.  In  going  through 
a penny  collection,  the  Alex 
Heins  ran  across  the  coin 


bearing  the  name  of  Peck  and 
Orvis,  druggists  and  groc- 
ers, Baraboo,  Wis.  Nobody 
could  recall  the  firm  being, 
in  business  here,  but  Mrs. 
Faulkner  went  to  her  old. 
history  of  Sauk  county  andi 
there  she  has  dug  out  the* 
story. 

It  seems  that  Rufus  A. 
Orvis  was  born  in  1827  and 
came  to  Baraboo  in  April  of 
1857  to  engage  in  the  hard- 
ware business  with  his  unc- 
le, Ransome  Jones.  Then  for- 
six  years  he  engaged  in  the* 
drug  and  grocery  business 
here  with  H.A.  Peck,  the? 
old  history  relates.  Later- 
he  was  associated  with  Mess- 
ers Lang  and  Camp  so  he  must 
have  been  a merchant  here* 
for  quite  a spell.  In  1870' 


he  sold  out  his  Baraboo  bus- 
iness and  went  to  South  Be- 
nd, Indiana,  "with  a view  of 
forming  a more  important 
business  connection".  Con- 
cluding the  story  of  Mr.  Or- 
vis, the  old  history  of  Sauk, 
county  relates  that  he  was. 
drowned  in  South  Bend  ini 
1870. 

According  to  the  history 
his  wife  was  Caroline  A.  ea- 
sier, whom  he  married  in. 
1854.  After  his  death  and  ini 
1876,  Mrs.  Orvis  remarried, 
becoming  Mrs . Henry  D . Evans 
of  Baraboo. 

We  want  to  thank  all  of 
the  people  who  have  helped 
us  unravel  the  mystery  of 
Mr.  Hein's  coin,  including 
Bob  Wolkowski  who  supplies 
the  additional  informat ion i 
that  Rufus  Orvis  was  a mem- 
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ber  of  the  Bara boo  Lodge  No. 

34,  F,  and  A.M, 

Little  did  the  1959  new- 
spaper writer  realize  that 
over  25  million  of  these 
tokens  were  issued,  and  that 
over  eight  thousand  differ- 
ent merchants  used  the  emer- 
gency media  of  exchange. 
Overall,  an  interesting  view 
of  Civil  War  tokens  from 
outside  the  collecting  hobby. 

PATRIOTIC  CIVIL  WAR  TOKENS 

Numerous  inspirational  slog- 
ans graced  several  hundred 
types  of  patriotic  tokens 
issued  as  currency  substi- 
tutes during  the  American 
Civil  War,  but  few  called 
attention  to  peace.  This  one 
that  did  combines  the  slogan 
♦‘Peace  Forever*’  with  the 
traditional  clasped  hands  of 
friendship.  Similar  in  size 
to  the  copper-nickel  small 
cents  introduced  in  1857  to 
supplant  the  copper  large 
cents,  the  copper  and  bronze 
patriotic  tokens  began  app- 
earing late  in  1862.  The  re- 
sulting abuses  which  accomp- 
anied their  use — purchased 
for  about  ^ cent  each,  the 
tokens  provided  great  relief 
to  merchants  who  found  use 
for  them  as  cent  substit- 
utes, as  cents  were  being 
hoarded,  but  they  often  were 
not  honored  with  an  eager- 
ness akin  to  that  with  which 
they  were  extended — led  Con- 
gress to  enact  a law  in  1864 
forbidding  the  issue  of  cur- 
rency by  individuals.

FOX  VALLEY  COIN  HELPS 
TRAP  BANK  ROBBER 

Knowing  coins  and  banking 
proceedures  enabled  personel 
at  the  Fox  Valley  Coin  Ex- 
change to  lead  police  to  De 
Pere  bank  robber  R.J.  Car- 
tier.  Coin  store  employees 
became  suspicious  when  Car- 
tier  used  $1,800  in  rolled 
coins  to  purchase  gold  krug- 
errands at  the  Kimberly  coin 
store.  The  rolled  coins,  wh- 
ich Cartier  said  he  had  gone 
thru  looking  for  scarce  dat- 
es, had  the  original  federal 
reserve  crimp  on  the  roll 
ends.  When  Cartier  returned 
a second  time,  employees 
were  able  to  report  his  lic- 
ence number  to  the  Brown 
County  Sheriff,  and  in  a 
subsequent  shootout,  the 
bank  robber  was  killed,  and 
the  stolen  money  recovered. 
Two  Brown  County  officers 
were  wounded  in  the  shoot- 
out. Cartier  was  wanted  for 
the  murder  of  bank  teller 
Robert  De  Broux  during  the 
robbery .

Many  of  the  coin  collect- 
ors I know  do  not  pay  much 
attention  to  paper  money, 
having  a pure  interest  in 
coins  only,  but  have  you  Mr. 
collector,  ever  paused  at  a 
coin  shop  or  coin  show  to 
look  over  the  National  bank 
notes?  Or  perhaps  you  may 
have  seen  gold  and  silver 
certificates  or  other  older 
currency?  If  you  didn't,  you 
may  want  to  take  a look  next 
time  you  visit  your  coin 
shop  or  coin  show  in  your 
area.  A'hen  you  are  looking 
at  those  bills,  take  a reg- 
ular bill  out  of  your  wal- 
let, compare  your  note  to 
the  older  currency  you  are 
looking  at.  Do  you  see  any 
difference?  Ahy  of  course 
you  dol  You  see  a quite  a 
bit  of  difference  [ am  sure. 

The  note  that  you  took 
out  of  your  wallet  is  more 
than  likely  a common  Federal 
Reserve  note.  If  that  is  the 
kind  of  note  you  have,  stop 
and  think  for  a couple  of 
minutes  about  how  it  circu- 
lates in  todays  economy  day 
after  day.  Millions  upon 
millions  of  these  notes  are 


printed  and  circulated  every 
week, whereas  national  curr- 
ency was  issued  for  and  thr- 
ough national  banks,  so  they 
were  somewhat  limited.  Look 
at  the  workmanship  and  de- 
tail that  went  into  those 
older  notes,  not  to  mention 
the  care  it  took  at  that 
time  to  make  the  design! 
^Vhat  beauty! 

Some  national  currency 
was  signed  by  hand,  often 
signed  by  famous  persons  of 
the  issuing  banks  and  cit- 
ies. Could  you  see  the  Uni- 
ted States  Secretary  of  the 
Treasury  or  the  Treasurer  of 
the  United  States  signing 
those  millions  upon  millions 
of  notes  issued  during  their 
terms  by  hand  today?  vVOvV!  ! ! 

If  you  want  to  see  beaut- 
iful detail  and  workmanship, 
not  to  mention  the  very 
beautiful  color  on  notes, 
look  at  the  twenty  dollar 
gold  certificate  of  the  ser- 
ies 1905.  Thats  real  beauty!

I can  add  some  history 
about  the  early  days  in  the 
Milwaukee  club  around  1940 
when  we  had  our  annual  ban- 
quets and  no  bourse  dealers. 
At  that  time  it  was  more  of 
a get  together  of  all  club 
members,  to  talk  coins  and 
paper  money  and  for  exhibit- 
ing and  trading.  The  awards 
were  ribbons  for  1st,  2nd,  Sc 
3rd,  and  another  for  honor- 
able mention.  These  banquets 
would  have  visitors  from  the 
Racine  and  Chicago  coin  clu- 
bs, and  Dick  Yeoman  would 
usually  be  called  on  to  give 
us  a talk.  The  banquet  tick- 
et cost  $1,00  to  $1,50  and 
the  hotel  rooms  were  $1,50 
and  up.  When  Chicago  and 
Racine  would  have  their  ann- 
ual banquets,  most  of  our 
M,N,S,  members  would  attend, 
I think  the  bourse  started 
about  1940,  we  hosted  the 
Central  States  at  the  Pfis- 
ter  Hotel  in  1941  when  the 
C,S,N,S,  was  only  2 years 


old,  I think  we  had  a bourse 
then  of  about  20  dealers, 
and  also  had  an  auction,  the 
auctioneer  was  Jim  Kelly 
from  Dayton,  Kelly  was  the 
dealer  that  started  the  Par- 
amount Co,  and  the  fellow 
that  sold  the  1913  Liberty 
Nickel  to  McDermott  in  1942 
for  $900,00,  and  when  Mac 
died,  auctioned  it  in  Miami, 
Fla,  for  $46,000,00, 

Ira  Reed,  a famous  coin 
dealer  from  Philadelphia  al- 
so attended  the  1941  CSNS 
show  and  brought  a grip  full 
of  proof  sets  that  he  bought 
over  the  counter  at  the  mint 
and  sold  them  to  us  at  $2,25 
a set,  I think  the  cost  then, 
was  $1,91  but  we  got  them i 


early  ana  aia  not  nave  to 
wait  months  for  them,  I also 
bought  3 sets  of  1936  sets 
when  the  mint  offered  them 
for  sale,  and  I think  the 
price  was  $1,81  or  $1,91,  I 
sold  one  for  $8,00  several 
years  later  and  another  for 
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$12.00  later  on.  Fortunately 
I kept  the  other  for  my  own 
collection  and  I still  have 
the  proof  sets  up  to  date. 

Checking  thru  my  old 
letters,  I find  correspon- 
dance  with  B,  Max  Mehl,  W.A. 
Philpot  Jr. , M.  Vernon  Shel- 
don, Frenchs,  Bebee's,  Grin- 
nell,  and  R.  Green,  all  fine 
old  time  dealers.  Mehl  was 
for  a time,  a member  of  Mil- 
waukee Numismatic  Society. 

One  year  he  paid  his  dues  of 
two  dollars  with  a nice  Lazy 
Duce  two  dollar  bill,  which 
I was  able  to  get. 

About  at  that  time  Huber 
Polzer  called  me  that  some 
Gypsy's  were  at  his  shop 
with  some  unusual  gold  med- 
als that  they  wanted  to 
sell.  Hubert  didn't  want  the 
nedals  at  the  bullion  price 
and  wondered  if  I'd  like  to 
see  them.  I took  a look  and 
bought  the  17  pieces  for 
$90.00.  That  was  in  about 
1940  as  I recall. 

Another  1942  receipt  sh- 
ows I bought  five  nice  un- 
circulated commemorative  ha- 
lves from  Toivo  Johnson,  an- 
other old  time  dealer.  The 
five  pieces  were,  1936 
Cleveland,  1936  Arkansas, 
1936  York,  1934  Maryland  and 
1935  Texas.  The  price  was 
$4.68. 

Over  the  years,  I have 
had  coin  and  paper  money 
displays  in  a number  of  ban- 
ks in  Milwaukee,  sometimes 
for  National  Coin  Week,  but 
others  for  grand  openings, 
anniversaries,  or  as  a favor 
to  friends  in  the  banks. 


Some  of  the  banks  are  Marine 
National,  North  Shore,  Cud- 
ahy State,  Whitefish  Bay  St- 
ate, Marshall  and  Is ley,  and 
First  National.

In  observance  of  the  op- 
ening of  the  A.B,  Coole  Or- 
iental Library  in  its  Colo- 
rado Springs  headquarters, 
July  10,  the  American  Numis- 
matic Association  has  pro- 
duced an  unusual  souvenir 
banknote  card.  The  genuine 
Chinese  bank  note  on  the 
card  was  issued  by  the  Cen- 
tral Bank  of  China  in  1930 
and  until  1948. 

The  note  bears  a port- 
rait of  Sun  Yat-sen,  founder 
of  the  Republic  of  China, 
and  were  not  intended  for 
circulation  but  to  facili- 
tate customs  payments. 

The  Rev.  Arthur  B,  Coole 
(pronounced  "Cool")  died  in 
1978  after  having  spent  nea- 
rly a third  of  a century  in 
China,  where  he  studied  Chi- 
nese history  and  numismatics 
and  amassed  an  imposing  lib- 
rary of  over  1500  books, 
most  of  them  in  the  Chinese 
language  and  published  in 
the  traditional  Chinese  man- 
ner. 

The  library,  reputed  to 
be  the  finest  in  the  Western 
World,  was  acquired  by  ANA 
several  years  ago  but  re- 


mained in  storage  until  ade- 
quate space  could  be  provid- 
ed in  the  enlarged  headquar- 
ters building.

PRESERVATION 


Right  now,  as  you  read  this, 
many  coins  are  being  ruined 
by  storage  in  cheap  plastic 
holders . 

Generally  speaking,  the  sof- 
ter the  plastic  in  a "flip”, 
the  more  damage  it  can  do. 
The  plastic  gives  off  a gas 
that  kills  coins.  Older  pla- 
stic albums  are  also  coin 
killers . 

If  you  have  coins  put  away 
in  storage,  get  them  out, 
and  look  at  them.  The  ^arly 
signs  of  corrosion  are:  1. 
Green  slime:  2.  Coins  that 
are  turning  black. 

If  your  coins  fall  into  the 
above  two  categories,  you 
got  real  problems.  A club 
member  may  be  able  to  advise 
you  on  what  to  do.
